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In December 1948, a grou of young men in North Hamgyong Province of Nor th 
Zorea formed a secret organization to fight the North Korean government and 
Conmanist domination, and to work for the unification of Korea.* They divided 
into two geogravhical units, to the north and south of Myongchon, with a %ro- 
vincial headquarters, considered 2 battalion headquarters, at Chonejin (129~49, 
4ieli6). The northern unit attemvted to affiliate with the Northwest Youth 
Association in South Korea. 


Ze Subsidiary organivations were formed as commanies at city and county level, 
Dlatrons at townshiv level, and svecial guerrilla an service units unier the 
direct control of the orovincinl secretary. At rovincial ani «t the city-count; 
level, the headquarters were divided into devartments for general affeirs, 
organization, vropaganda, students, and women, with a secretary as executive 
officer unier the hesdcuarters.

4. The activities of the grown were exnosed in April 1949 through their attemots 
at recruiting members in key government agencies. On 15 Avril several menbets 


on each which was destined for South Korea; through this, almost the entire 

membershiv of the organization vas found and arrested. Only three or four 

of the group avoidel arrest or escaved and made their vay to South Korea.
